and denial—is the story that farm 
ownership in California is rapidly 
drifting into the hands of a few 
“land barons,” and that the small 
farmer is being squeezed-out by the 
corporation-controlled “factories in 
the fields.” 

Originally, the story was hatched 
in Communist Party headquerters— 
and openly spread by Communist 
agents. Now, however, with things 
getting too hot for them, known 
agents of the Soviet are staying in 
the background—and the propa- 
ganda against the farming industry 
is being spread by “respectable lib- 
erals,” whose membership in the 
communist party is unknown, or 
who have been duped into believing 
their own propaganda. 

But just what are the facts? Cal- 
ifornia needs to know them, for 
California needs to wage a campaign 
of truth to offset a flagrant cam- 
paign of untruth and misrepresen- 
tation which has damaged this state 
and its farming industry in every 
state in the nation. 

Here are some of the basic facts, 
as revealed by the United States 
census: 

The total number of farms in Cal- 
ifornia, during the period from 1910 
to 1935, increased from 88,197 to 
150,360 or 170.48 per cent. Califor- 
nia’s total farm acreage, during the 
same period, only increased from 
27,931,444 acres to 30,437,995 acres— 
or less than 9 per cent. 

In other words, California has 70 
per cent more farms than it had 25 
years ago, although its farming 
acreage has increased less than 9 
per cent. Yet this is the state, ac- 
cording to propagandists, where in- 
dividual farm ownership is on its 
last legs and where the ‘Jand bar- 
ons” are taking over! 

But let’s get on with the facts 
—facts vouched for by Uncle Sam. 

The United States census reports 
for 1910, 1920, 1930 and 1935 show a 
consistent reduction in the percent- 
age of California farms in each 
bracket above 100 acres. 

Here is the record for the period 


from 1910 to 1935 (the 1940 census, 


figures are not yet available): 

Farms ranging in size from 3 to 
49 acres each increased in number 
80.85 per cent. Farms of from 50 to 
99 acres increased in number 10.36 
per cent. Farm under 3 acres 8.73 
per cent, Thus, 99.94 per cent of the

As a matter of plain fact, “cor- 
poration farming” in California, 
where it has been attempted, has 
usually proved to be a financial 
headache, and has been on the 
down-grade for years past. The in- 
dividual farmer who tills his own 
acreage and seeks to make a de- 
cent living for his own family is the 
backbone of ‘California’s farming in- 
dustry, and can more than hold his 
own with the would-be “city farm- 
er” who tires to ¢ompete with him 
by mass production. The California 
farm is still a farm—and not a 
factory!

CALIFORNIA BANKS MADE 
1,500,000 LOANS IN 
PAST YEAR 


Fifty per cent of California’s com- 
mercial banks made more than 1,- 
522,000 loans totaling over $2,667,- 
000,000 to business firms and _ indi- 
viduals throughout the state during 
the year 1939, according to the sec- 
ond semi-annual survey of bank 
lending activity of the American 


Bankers Association made public by | 


California bankers. 


The survey, which was participat- | 


ed in by 116 banks or 50.9 per cent 
of the 228 commercial banks of the 
state, showed a definite expansion 
of bank credit in the field of new 
loans. 


31 was 57,426 greater or 11 per cent 
greater, and the dollar volume of 
new loans made during this period 


was $29,783,840 or 4 per cent great- | 


er than reported by an equivalent 
number of banks for the previous 
six months. 

The 116 banks reported that dur- 
ing 1939 they made:

NATIONAL DEFENSE PROGRAM 
PUTS JUNE BUSINESS 
INDEX UP 


Business activity in the Far West, 
after several months of a_ slight 
downward trend, began to show 
signs of a definite upturn in June, 
according to Bank of America’s cur- 
rent business review, just released 
by its analysis and research depart- 
ment. 

From 74.9 per cent of its comput- 
ed normal trend value in May, the 
Bank's June index jumped to 77.1, 
a gain of 3 per cent. Compared with 
a year ago, the index shows a gain 
of 6 per cent. This is the highest 
June index—with the exception of 
1937 when it stood at 80.2 — since 
1931, the review points out. This up- 
swing was attributed to better than 
seasonal gains in both carloadings 
and electric power production, two 
of the three factors used in con- 
struction of the index. 

An important contributing fac- 
tor in this increased business ac- 
tivity is the expansion of govern- 
ment and private building as a re- 
sult of the national defense pro- 
gram.

$100,000,000 would be necessary for 
proper development of the deposit. 

“That'll give you an idea of how 
much it is worth,” Graham said. 

Another nickel deposit, not quite 
so extensive as the Littlefield de- 
posit, has been located near Bunk- 
erville, Nevada, about 10 miles from 
Littlefield, Graham said, and there 
is some reason to believe that the 
Nevada and Arizona deposits are 
parts of the same formation. 


Discovery of the nickel deposit 
brought to mind the analogy be- 
tween the “strip” territory and Al- 
aska just after its purchase was ne- 
gotiated by Secretary of State Se- 
ward in 1867 for $7,200,000. Regard- 
ed merely as an icy waste, Alaska 
was jestingly referred to as “Se- 
ward's Folly” or “Seward's Icebox” 
until the discovery of gold. After
